WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy will ask 
Congress to appropriate $50.8 bil- 
lion, $2.9 billion more than it did 
this year, for operation of the na- 
tion's armed forces next year, it 
was disclosed Friday. 


The figures were revealed in a 
letter from Defense Secretary 
Robert S. McNamara to Budget 
Director David Bell, detailing and 
summarizing the administration's 
judgment of the Pentagon's mon- 
ey needs for the year starting 
in July. 


A copy of the letter was ob- 
tained “by the Army - Navy- Air 
Force Journal, which published it. 


Kennedy will send his budget 


recommendations to Congress 


next month. 


The proposed figure does not in- 
clude $780 million which Congress 
appropriated for this year but was 
not spent. 


McNamara wants this money, 
appropriated for bombers, added to 
next year’s funds. This would 
boost the total available to $51.6 
billion. 


But not all of the money 
would be spent in the next fiscal 
year. The amount to be spent dur- 
ing the 12-month period would be 
about $48.5 billion, as previously 
reported by UPI.

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U.S. Must Engage in Foreign Trade 
To Promote Its Own Economic Growth 


President Kennedy’s request for au- 
thority to further liberalize U.S. trade 
policies will be the dominant issue facing 
Congress when it reconvenes in January. 


He is not likely to get all he is asking 
for but the economic facts of life show 
that this country’s world position de- 
mands we move toward freer trade. 

Facing up to these facts will be dif- 
ficult. But the truth is that much of the 
non-Communist world is lifting trade 
barriers, promoting a freer interchange of 
goods. The European Common Market 
has proved an astounding success. When 
England and other European nations join 
it—as they will—it will rival the United 
States in economic power. 

Without promoting freer trade 
through tariff bargaining, the United 
States stands to lose some of its best 
world markets. Yet our production still 
is high-cost and some of our industries 


> Ss... 


would be hurt by coniputition from low- 
cost producers in other countries. The task 
is to adjust and to compete or else to be 
forced to withdraw into relative economic 
isolation. 

Labor and industry will benefit more 
in the long run through accepting this 
program. Modernization, automation and 
greater production to reduce costs will 
be necessary. A greater rate of economic 
growth would result, thus providing 
enough new jobs for the growing labor 
force. 

All the details will be studied and 
debated by Congress and the American 
people during the months ahead. There 
can be but one conclusion. 

The United States must trade to pro- 
mote our own economic growth. And 
trade is not a one-way street. In the in- 
terest of our own future and that of the 
free world, we cannot isolate ourselves 
economically and politically.

Atlanta’s revenue problems were cited 
by Mayor Ben West of Nashville at a 
Harvard forum the other day as a glaring 
example of the fact that cities are paying 
into state governments much more than 
they receive in services. This is nothing 
new for Atlantans but it may be some 
comfort to them in learning they are 
not alone. 


Mayor West has been blunt in his 
warnings to state governments that they 
must give a better break to cities. ‘““Nur- 
ture them,” he has said in effect, “and 
they will nurture you. Strangle them and 
you strangle yourselves.” 


In Tennessee they are trying to do 
something about it in a federal court suit 
to force reapportionment of the Legisla- 
ture for the first time in more than half a 
century. Mayor West pointed out, accord- 
ing to a dispatch by Jack Nelson from 
Cambridge, that pigs and cows in one 
county are represented three times bet- 
ter in the state Legislature than the peo- 
ple of Nashville.

Bermuda—The Kennedy-Macmil- 
lan conference in Bermuda is almost the last 
in a disappointing year of personal diplomacy. 


In fact it is hard to remember a year in which there were so many 
splashy meetings of world leaders with so few tangible results. Presi- 
dent Nkrumah of Ghana was President Kennedy’s first major visitor 
of the year and after what was billed as a successful conference 
Nkrumah went home and not only oriented his policy toward Moscow 
but established a kind of bush-league dictatorship in Ghana. 


The Kennedy-De Gaulle meet- 
ing in Paris in May was pro- 
claimed a triumph and was fol- 
lowed almost at once by one of 
the most quarrelsome periods of 
U.S.-French relations since the 
war, 

When the President met Ni- 
kita Khrushchev in Vienna early 
in June their talks were officially 
described as “‘useful,’’ whereupon 
the President returned to Wash- 
ington and called up some of the 
Reserves. 

There were many others now 
largely forgotten which no doubt 
improved __ personal relations 
among the leaders for a few days 
but the last of the really ‘‘success- 
ful’ talks was with Prime Min- 
ister Nehru of India who went 
home and ordered the invasion 
of Goa. 

The Communists have _intro- 
duced the idea that nobody can 
reach big decisions except the 
big men at the top and this dubi- 
ous doctrine has spread to the 
West. Also this is an era of pow- 
erful personalities at the top and 
of technicians in the foreign of- 
fices.

and Adenauer are all to a large 
extent their own foreign ministers 
and they are served by foreign 
secretaries who have neither com- 
manding personalities of their own 
nor powerful political followings 
in their own countries. Accord- 
ingly personal meetings between 
the heads of government have be- 
come a kind of status symbol of 
the governing trade and they are 
self-perpetuating. For example, 
when Kennedy goes to Europe 
and sees Khrushchev, De Gaulle 
and Macmillan but not Adenauer, 
it is felt in Germany that some- 
body might think Adenauer is 
slipping. So Adenauer then goes 
to Washington, which of course 
proves that he is not slipping but 
gives London the impression that 
maybe Macmillan is slipping. 
So here we are in Bermuda. 


These meetings soon create a 
feeling of disappointment because 
somehow the people expect meet- 
ings of the big men to do big 
things. This is the way it used 
to be. Heads of government did 
not get together unless there were 
fundamental relations between 
their states to be resolved.

WASHINGTON—Nothing succeeds like success 
except the success that is enduring. Therefore, 
even those who deplore the methods employed 


must concede that the United Nations achieved a success in the 
Congo when President Tshombe of Katanga signed the pact with 
Premier Adoula that was described Thursday by the Central Congo 


regime: 
ing Portuguese India. 

Involved in these developments 
also was a double success for So- 
viet Russia, which promoted the 
U.N. war against Tshombe and, 
speaking through Premier Khrush- 
chev, endorsed India’s annexations 
by armed force as “fully lawful 
and justified.’’ 

By the same measurement of 
achievememt, Nehru was another 
two-time winner because Indian 
troops on U.N. pay made an im- 
portant contribution to the mili- 
tary result in Katanga. 

The United States, without 
whose material assistance the 
U.N. army could not have sub- 
dued Elisabethville, can lay claim 
to one of these victories. But its 
effort to have the United Nations 
rebuke Nehru for his aggression 
not only failed; it was limited to

Statistics Cited 
On Football Deaths 


Tuskegee Institute, Ala.—You 
have performed a valuable serv- 
ice in your editorial calling at- 
tention to the deaths and injuries 
resulting from the playing of 
football. Certainly it indicates 
the need for vigilance in super- 
vision and further research to dis- 
cover and prevent the causes of 
these fatalities. 

However, it should be pointed 
out that the vearly mortalities 
from football fluctuate consider- 
ably, although the total number 
killed for the forties and fifties 
has been quite constant. From 
1931-41 annual deaths due to foot- 
ball ranged from a low of 15 in 
1941 to a high of 49 in 1931. Cer- 
tainly this could not have been 
due to ‘‘hardnosed”’ football which 
was non-existent at the time. 
More recently, from _ 1950-1960 
football fatalities have ranged 
from a minimum of 10 in 1952 to 
a maximum of 29 in 1959. Also, 
it should be noted that most of the 
deaths through the years have 
occurred among high school and 
sandlot players. 

To attribute some of the blame 
to college coaches for the present 


football death rate seems to be

The chief area of alarm con- 
cerns the anti-missile missile. 
While the exposition of the experts 
did not prove Soviet gains toward 
the development of such a 
weapon, the U.S. sources said, it 
also had not established that they 
had not made such progress. 


SEEN NECESSARY 

Thus, as one official put it, ‘‘it’s 
what we don’t know” that is 
alarming in this vital area. 

Atmospheric tests, it is believ ed, 
would be required if the West 
were to make progress in the 
area of an anti-missile missile. 

The British were asked to make 
Christmas Island available in the 
event atmospheric tests are re- 
sumed.

One of the most popular 
themes was the story of 
Adam and Eve and their 
banishment from the Gar- 
den of Eden. The play 
would always end with a 
promise that the Messiah 
would soon come and re- 
store man to paradise. 


The settings of these 
plays were exceedingly sim- 
ple.

WHAT TEENS WANT 

The conversation got around to what teen-agers in that neigh- 
borhood would like. First on their list was a teen-age club—a place 
to go for social activities and informal good times. 


The Atlanta Girls Club on Sells Avenue offers an opportunity 
for teen-age girls in the neighborhood to participate in self-im- 
provement, craft and special-skill classes. It gives them an outlet 
for their exuberant energy. But for the boys there is nothing— 
at least there wasn’t until Bobby and his friends walked into the 
West End Neighborhood Office that day. 


Asked what they would like right then, namely for the Christ- 
mas season, the boys wistfully admitted that they would like to 
have a giant tree in the park across from their homes. 


“And a party for everyone in the project would be nice,” 
dreamed Bobby.

Judy*’s Newest LP Is a Winner 


By TOM McRAE 

If you are sc ing 
around today for a last- 
minute Christmas gift, 
there are a couple of re- 
cordings, one popular and 
one classical, that can be 
recommended without 
any reservations. 

One is Capitol’s live 
and complete recording 
of Judy Garland’s con- 
cert at Carnegie Hall last 
spring; the other is Lon- 
don’s complete recording 
of De Falla’s ‘“‘Three-Cor- 
nered Hat”’ in a definitive 
performance by L’Or- 
chestre de la Suisse Ro- 
mande conducted by Er- 
nest Ansermet. 

First about Judy: this 
listener is by no means a 
rabid Judy Garland fan 
but somehow through 
her charm, magnetism, 
vivacity and perhaps vo- 
cal talent she is able to 
entertain even a casual 
admirer for more than an 
hour running—which is 
just about as great a 
tribute as you can pay 
an artist. 

Judy sings 26 numbers 
and, smart showman that 
she is, warms up on the 
first three sides with 
such favorites as When 
You’re Smiling, Almost 
Like Being in Love, Zing! 
Went the Strings of My 
Heart, Come Rain or 
Come Shine, and then on 
the fourth side she 
knocks you out with You 
Made Me Love You, For 
Me and My Gal, The Trol- 
ley Song, Swanee, Rock- 
A-Bye Your Baby With 
a Dixie Melody and—of 
course—Over the Rain- 
bow. 

The Carnegie Hall 
crowd would not-stop ap- 
plauding so Judy sang as 
encores After You've 
Gone and Chicago. This 
is a memorable album in 
the history of popular 
music. 

Now about The Three- 
Cornered Hat: Certainly 
‘definitive’ is too loose- 
ly used in talking about 
records but in the case 
of Ansermet and his 
Swiss orchestra the word 
is applicable. After all, 
Ansermet conducted De 
Falla’s remarkable bal- 
let at its premiere. Since 
introducing it, Ansermet 
has studied and re-stud- 
ied its every nuance for 
the last 41 years. For 
the mezzo role, Ansermet 
secured the services of 
the brilliant young Span- 
ish singer, Teresa Ber- 
ganza. The stereo sound 
is superb. What more 
can be asked? 

Another new London 
stereo disc by Ansermet 
offers Ravel’s music: 
Daphnis and Chloe Suite 
No. 2, Alborada Del Gra- 
cioso, Le Tombeau de 
Couperin, and Valses No- 
bles and Sentimentales. 
No one plays Ravel as 
well as Ansermet, except 
perhaps Monteux, and in 
these four works Anser- 
met is at his best. Hi-fi 
fans will be mesmerized 
by the gorgeous sound of 
the Alborada. 

A recording in the so-
